YOUTH ADMITS 
FIRING BARN; 


LOSS IS $3000 


An 18-year-old youth who could 


not explain his acts out said he is 
sorry for what he did is in the coun- 
ty jail here charged with arson in 
the $3,000 fire which destroyed a 
barn and farm machinery on the 
farm of Leroy DeGroft, near White 
Hall, Thursday afternoon. 


On Friday afternoon, Chief of 


Police H. S. Roberts of littlestown 
arrested CJetus E. Brown, 18, Lit- 
tlestown R. 2, at his Mt. Pleasant 
township home, about 800 feet from 
the site of the DeGroft barn. The 
arrest was made about 24 hours aft- 
er the fire. 


Chief Roberts filed the arson 


count before Justice of the Peace 
Howard G. Blocher, Littlestown, who 
committed Brown to jail, without 
bail, for court. 
The officer said 


Brown made a statement in which 
he admitted setting the barn afire. 


Watched Barn Bum 


Chief Roberts quoted the youth 


as saying he entered the barn Thurs- 
day afternoon with three matches 
and used two of them in setting fire 
to a mow filled with corn fodder and 
oats straw. When the fire was "go- 
ing good," he ran home but later re- 
turned to watch the barn burn. The 
officer disclosed that a figure had 
been seen fleeing from the barn just 
before the fire was discovered. Foot- 
prints in soft earth leading from 
the barn toward the Brown home 
were identified as having been made 
by Brown's shoes, the policeman de- 
clared. 


Brown had no grudge against Mr. 


DeGroft, it was stated, and could 
not explain why he set fire to the

"I Shall Keep a Soldier's Faith. I Shall Do 


My Best" General MacArthur Tells 


Cheering Thousands

Melbourne, Australia. March 21 


CAP)—General Douglas MacArthur 
rode triumphantly into Melbourne 
today and promptly promised the 
cheering thousands who gave him a 
hero's welcome that he would do his 
best to carry the cause of the Unit- 
ed Nations to "ultimate success " 


"I shall keep a soldier's faith," 


General MacArthur declared simply 
in a short speech. 


The demonstration for the hero of 


Bataan, deeply tanned after his days 
in the Philippines, was one of the 
greatest in the history of this com- 
monwealth. 


The amazing journey of General 


MacArthur with his family which 
started in extreme secrecy behind 
the Japanese lines on the besieged 
Philippines, ended in the sudden 
flare of pomp and public acclaim at 
Melbourne's rambling-, brown Spen- 
cer street railway station. 


The Australians at the station, 


still thrilled by the general's state- 
ment yesterday tnat a grand Allied 
attack would supplant the present 
defense warfare, gave a great yell 
when the. broad-shouldered supreme 


commander of the United Nations in 
the southwest Pacific stepped from 
the Adelaide express. 


General MacArthur paid tribute to 


the Australian soldiers in his short 
talk to the welcoming throng. 


"I am glad indeed to be in im- 


mediate cooperation with the Aus- 
tralian soldier," he said. "I know 
him well from World war days and 
admire him greatly." 


Then he touched in a general 


manner on the coming struggle. 


"I have every confidence in the 


ultimate success of our joint cause, 
but success in modern war requires 
something more than courage and 
willingness to die," the general said. 
"It requires careful preparation. 


"This demands furnishing suffi- 


cient troops and sufficient material 
to meet the known strength of a po- 
tential army. 


"No general can make something 


out of nothing. My success in the 
future will depend primarily upon 
the resources which the respective 
governments place at my disposal. 


"My faith in them is complete. 
"In any event, I shall do my best. 
"I shall keep a soldier's faith."

Japs Blast 


Ports; Lose 
Big Cruiser 


Canberra, Australia, 
March 21 


(AP)—While 
Japanese 
bombers 


struck at two places on the west 
coast of this invasion-threatened 
continent. Allied warplanes lashed 
out in a new assault yesterday on 
enemy bases north of Australia and 
sank a Japanese heavy cruiser in 
the harbor of Babaul, New Britain, 
it was announced today. 


Targets of the Japanese raids 


were the ports of Broome and Derby, 
which are situated respectively about 
600 and 675 miles southwest of oft- 
bombed Darwin. 


Bomb Derby 


Derby—which had not previously 


been bombed—was attacked by two 
Japanese planes which thrice swept 
low over the town with machine- 
guns crackling, a communique said. 


No damage or casualties were re- 


ported there, but at Broome a force 
of heavy bombers protected by 
fighters dropped. 50 bombs on the 
civilian airport, killiug one civilian 
and damaging' several commercial 
aircraft. 


A lone Japanese plane also at- 


tacked a small ship off Darwin, fir-- 
ing 500 rounds without doing- any 
damage, 
the announcement de- 


clared- 


The sinking of the Japanese 


cruiser at Rabaul brought to 27 the 
number of Japanese warships and 
merchant vessels officially reported 
sunk or damaged in waters north of 
Australia, in less than two weeks. 


Another Japanese cruiser was re- 


ported badly damaged, along with 
two merchant ships, in an air attack 
on Babaul last Wednesday.

HEAVY LOSSES 
INFLICTED IN 
SURPRISE DASH 


Washington, March 21 (AP)—The 


War Department reported today s. 
surprise raid by American and 
Philippine troops on Japanese forces 
near Zamboanga on the Philippine 
island of Mindanao in which heavy 
casualties were inflicted on the 
enemy.

We wonder what the other 
fellow is thinking, or what he is go- 
ing to do about it. Whatever he 
thinks or does, we think may influ- 
ence our decision for acting pur- 
poses. 


A writer like Emerson, or Thoreau 


—especially Thoreau—stimulates us 
because his ideas seem so fresh and 
honest, it was only after Montaigne 
decided to withdraw from the world 
to his "castle" or library, and there 
alone to write down his intimate 
thoughts, that he produced a book 
that is as widely read today as then 
—perhaps far more. John Muir and 
W. H. Hudson, two of the world's 
great naturalists and writers, were 
lonely men—but they thought clear- 
ly and unhampered by the opinions 
of mere idlers. 


The time has arrived when each 


one of us must think out for him- 
self much of what is going on. We 
can't even imagine, much, less ex- 
pect, that somebody is going to think 
this out for us. And it is about 
time we learned the art of getting 
alone to think. The Ohio lad "had a 
good thought—and acted upon it. 


Most of us are overfiushed with 


good ideas. But what we need most 
is to get one or two of these ideas 
into action, into doing business— 
into real creative work. 


What good, for example, is lip de- 


mocracy? Who is going to know 
about it if it isn't demonstrated and 
made to prove itself? Our wonder-

Most of us are overflushed with 
good ideas.

The Motor Primer 


I told you how low voltage current 


gets to be high tension current. Now 
let's see how this high tension cur- 
rent gets to the plugs.

High tension cur- 
rent from the secondary of the ig- 
nition coil goes to the center con- 
tact of the distributor cap and 
travels through the rotor to its tip. 
This rotor, as its name suggests, ro- 
tates within the distributor cap. 
passing metal buttons which, in 
turn, feed current to the wire lead- 
ing to the spark plugs. 
Current 


does a jump from the tip of the 
rotor to the so-called "contact" but- 
tons. The rotor does not actually 
touch these buttons as it turns. 
Thus there is no mechanical wear on 
the rotor tip or the button, but 
there is electrical wear due to the 
jumping of current. 
Occasionally 


a rotor should be replaced or its tap 
built up. This jumping of the cur- 
rent actually makes for a better, 
hotter spark at the plug points. 


Mechanic Joe Speaking: 


j "When the engine starts to be an 
joii pumper everyone cries "ringa" 
and lets it go at that. Usually this 
results in the owner going to a 
Jpk.ot trouble and expense having 
"the engine torn down. Ler me men- 
tion a few of the conditions which 
wfll "cause high oil consumption but 
which are not directly related to 
the rings 
"You can lose oil with a leaky 


cylinder head gasket, with bad valve 
seats or loose spark plugs. A wrap- 
ed crankshaft, loose or worn bear- 
ings or incorrect timing will also 
waste oil. Included in this group 
of oil wasters I might mention 
warped or sticky valves, poorly 
aligned rod and piston assemblies, 
leakage, incorrect grade of oil, 
engine overheating and too high oil 
pressure."

Valves stick, oil settles, the carbure- 
tor bowl goes dry, the battery weak- 
ens, the tires lose air. parts in 
heavier lubricants become "set," and 
the whole car seems to be geared for 
trouble. Just getting the fuel pump 
primed or the carburetor bowl re- 
fiHed may take more out of the bat- 
tery and starter-motor than a 
months use of the car. 


rOne More Tire Idea. 


I have been reading everything 


aboutjires and how to make them j 
last longer, but so far I have not 
seen anything about the plan of try- 
ing to run with them inflated a few 
pounds above factory recommen- 
dations. Everyone who has jumped 
into print about tires has cautioned 
against underinflation, but it- seems 
to me that each of us could try to j 
see if we could stand a few more . 
pounds cf air in the tires. They j 
would last longer -with more air.; 
but of course we must be careful not 
to inflate to a point where the car | 
has to take the punishment for 
roi%n going. As a rule, manufac- 
turers scale the pressures down to a 
point which gives maximum car 
comfort wiUi a minimum of tire 
punishment, during the war emer- 
gency we can easily change this a 
little. 


Alwajx A Way Ont 


We Ye probably going to get stuck 


more often on the open road, now 
that we cant just go out and buy 
a new car every time the old one 
seems to be threatening to give 
trouble. So here roes for a few sug- 
gestions that may save >ou a 


headway with a wrench, Is simply to 
drive a nail between the connector 
and the battery post. 


Time For A Re-Check 


How long is it since you liave had 


the idling mixture of your car's car- 
buretor adjusted? Vibration may 
cause a change in the adjustment 
and subsequent variation in the mix- 
ture. It is also possible for econo- 
mizers and other carburetor refine- 
ments to become less efficient from 
being subject to vibration, especially 
since modern engines are free to 
rock in their base. You don't feel 
the vibration in the car, but it is in 
the engine nevertheless and the car- 
buretor Is one of those unite which 
feel the full effect of this. 


Three To Remember 


After installing a new cartridge in 


the oil filter always take a reading 
of the oil level in the crankcase since 
the engine will need a pint to a 
quart of additional oil. The best 
policy, however, is to drain off the 
old oil and refill the engine with 
fresh oil when changing the cart- 
ridge. 


If the starter gives trouble be- 


cause the pinion gear doesn't move 
freely on its shaft the chances are 
that the spring lacks compression 
This is a common failing of non- 
genuine parts. 


When the car doesn't, seem to be 


getting away at its usual smart 
pace, especially if you are hurrying 
for some emergency, be sure to see 
that your foot is all the way off the 
clutch pedal. Many drivers un- 
consciously slip the clutch in the 
lower gears. 


In the Motor Mailbag 


Q. Because the engine of my. car 


recently overheated badly I have 
been advised to have the oil chang- 
ed This was fairly new oil and I 
do not want to waste it if a change 
isn't necessary. L. TJ. W. 


A. When heated, oil tends to 


break down. This "cracking" may 
break it up into components that 
are not desirable in the crankcase.^ 
I think that if the engine got very- 
hot you should change the oil. 


Q. What is the minimum valve 


guide clearance you would recom- 
mend for my engine? Have had a 
lot of trouble with worn guides but 
don't want to go too far to the other 
extreme. G. M. B. 


A. The minimum is about 0025 


inch

boil." The engine is running too 
hot, with the result that when circu- 
lation store some of the cooi-n: 
starts to boiL This makes enough 
steam to force coolant to belch for- 
ward and out the overflow. I would 
have the engine thoroughly checked 
over. It may need a valve erind'n" 
job, carbon removal and the usual 
ignition tune-up.

It is also possible for econo­ 
mizers and other carburetor refine­ 
m ents to become less efficient from 
being subject to vibration, aspecially 
since modern engines are free to 
rock in their base.
